Boston, Jan. 14.—The Globe says th*t 


the cutting down ot wages will not solve 
the difficulty with which the textile 
manufacturers now find themselves coj> 
fronted, according to the opinions ot men 
who are regarded as authorities in tex- 
tile manufacture, and who, having been 
brought up in the cotton business, have 
made it a lifetime study. Reductions in 
\vages, th-ey claim, tend to decrease tl»« 
demand for the produot of the mills 
aud affects cotton as well as other in- 
dustries in support of this The Globt 
uuotes Robert Howard, so long identi- 
lied with the cotton industry in Fall 
iUver, in which he says among othei 
things that it is not wise lo i educe u ages 
jiow unless the price of cloth is reduced 
in propoi tion. 
"1 believe in high wages for the peo- 


ple," said he, ' and if the manufacturers 
w ould ad\ aiice wagf>. 20 percent all along 
the line it would soon start evei% spindle 
in the count ry humming. You can put as 
h!?:h a tantt OH you please upon th< 
product of other countries, but unless 
you increase wages no great good can 
be accomplished. Out mills sue pro- 
ducing more than the markel can con- 
frurm:, jusi the same as in Enjjla-ud, but 
the Kngliah merchant has the advan- 
tage of being able to exchange hia uoods 
with other nations, and because he can 
bring the exchanged product into Eng- 
land free of duty he can make a good 
bargain. This is done in spite of the fact 
that it costs from 8 to 9 cenls per cut 
more to manut'actuie the cotton cloth in 
England than it dues to manufacture tha 
same goods in America." 


When asked how it was possible loi 


manufacturers in this country to make 
their goods cheaper, he said 
"The situ- 


ation in England in many of the mills la 
somewhat similar to that in the south. 
The operatives run four looms in Eng- 
land and In the south, w hilp in E'aH-River 
and other New England cities they run 
elx to eight on the same < lass of work. 
Take a mill likp the Ha,thawa.y In New 
Bedford, of about 171.0t)0 swindles. You 
will find that to run a pair of mules In 
England it takes a spinner, a tender and 
a back-boy, while in the Hathaway mill 
less than two persons, per pair of mules 
are employed. The mills In England 
are making money in spite of this even 
though the operatives work but 55 hours 
per week. Beside this, there Is a. differ- 
ence in the management of the mills. In 
England the maoaeerb are selected foir 
their ability rather than because some 
of their relatives can. through having 
control of sufficient stock, secure thelt 
appointment to official, high salaried 
position^." 


Mr. Howard compared many English 


mills with similar concerns in this coun- 
try, and said. "Our manufactured goods 
are not as saleable as are those of tho 
English mills, nor arc they as good as 
they used to lie before the manufacturers 
Of New England tried to break up thf 
Spinner.s' union by lh<? introduction of 
the rinp-spinmnK frames, 
which are 


operated by little frirls. ' 


Mr. Howard believes that the T\eavers 


•will strike in New Bedford, and thinks 
they ought to leceive the support of 
every person in the New KneU-nd states. 


Pawtucket, R. I.. Jan. 14.—The em- 


ployes of the Lonsdale company m this 
part of the slate held meetings last night 
And discussed the coining cutdown in 
wages. 
In some places efforts to per- 


suade the Goddards to allow wages to 
remain proved fmile. and tn many places 
definite action was taken towards form- 
ing new branches ot the National Tex- 
tile union.

VUAVERS VOTE&TO STRIKE, 


Lewiston, Me. Jan. 14.—Five hun- 


dred weavers of the Androscoggin mill 
iret last evening and voted unanimously 
to go out Monday. The operatives say 
that they are willing lo work under the 
(horizontal 10 percent cut, but that their 
chief ground of complaint is that the 
number of tfxmis assigned to individual 
weavers has been In most Instances re- 
duced. Therefore the cut. so they say, 
affects some « eavers to th« extent of 30 
percent. 


The Mul« Spinners' union of the dis- 


trict of Lewiston voted most unani- 
mously not to strike Jan. 17. This ac- 
tion was taken according to instructions 
received in a letter from National Sec- 
retary Ross of New Bedford, who asked 
them not to strike until the difficulty In 
New Bedford had be«n adjusted. 


The action ot the weavers ha» oc- 


casioned considerable surprise, for the 
general feeling in the city during the 
past w*ek ha« been that all the opema- 
tives would accept the cut with the hope 
that conditions would improve in the 
spring-.

New Bedford. Mass , Jan. 14.—The most 


Interesting incidenl of jehterday in the 
labor situalion h^ie was the atlempt of 
lh« state board of arbitration to heal 
the breach growng out o< the exclusion 
of all of the labor me-n except the spin- 
ners' repiesentati\es ai ihe arbitration 
conference Tuesday afternoon.

This dispatch 
was brought up at the meetine of the 
weavers' committee, and it \vas voted 
lo send Mr. Barry a lelegram saying u 
would be impossible to make an appoint 
ment with him for loday. The weavers 
state that their representatives lest $17 
by staying out of th« mills Tuesday to 
attend a conference from which they 
were shut out, and if a member of. the 
plate board desires to meet with them, 
he can see them next week, when they 
are idle in consequence of the strike 
The weavers' committee perfected ar- 
rangements for mass meetings to be he.d 
In furtherance of ih-estiike.
